After taking an emotional 
battering at a public meeting 
the previous night, on a 
shopping centre for the 
Forest Lawn area, Rod Sch- 
roeder, Daon Developments, 


turned the tables at St. 
Albert’s Municipal Planning 
Commission meeting Nov- 
ember 23. 

He told the MPC, and a

Developers who want to 
‘bring shops/shopping cen- 
tres into St. Albert will have 
to locate in the proposed $30 
million downtown core be- 
fore any other town location. 

That was the upshot of a 
special meeting of St. Al- 
bert’s Municipal Planning 
Commission last Monday 
night as about 40 Forest 
Lawn District Association 
residents handed the MPC a 
detailed brief which coun- 
tered the shopping centre 
proposal of Daon Develop- 
ment Corporation. 

The firm has a proposal for 
a 68,000 square foot shop- 
ping centre, with a 24,000 
square foot food outlet on the 
Shell property bounded by 
Fairchild Drive, Fairview 
Boulevard and Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue.

Two resignations fell like 
hammer blows at the regular 
Sturgeon Hospital District 
No. 100 meeting last week. 

Appointed board member 
Stan Walker who has been 
with the board since June 
1966 and Don Coinner, 
elected in February 1973, 
strode out of the meeting 
over a matter of ‘‘principle.”’ 

The two vacancies on the 
board will likely be filled by 
the Town of St. Albert until 
the 1977 election comes. 

The resignations came 
about after the board over- 
ode Hospital Administrator 
Cliff Keyes at the October 
27th board in-camera ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Coinner and Mr. 
Walker had backed up Mr. 
Keyes’ hiring of an assistant 
administrator without adver- 
tising. 

Mr. Walker pointed out 
that Mr. Keyes had the sole 
rights of ‘‘hiring and firing”’ 
at the hospital. Mr. Keyes 
had made a number of 
appointments without adver- 
tising Mr. Walker reminded 
the board, ‘‘and we haven't 
had a complaint.’’ And he 
claimed that the Edmonton 
Misericordia Hospital was 
not advertising for a new 
administrator.

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said he had printed up to 50 
sets of plans and copies of 
briefs, (for the Association). 
He has asked if he could 
speak (at the November 22 
meeting in the St. Albert 
Community Hall), “but I was 
not invited.’’ Mr. Schroeder 
did speak at that meeting 
however. 

Representing Forest Lawn 
residents at the MPC meet- 
ing, Edmonton lawyer Denny 
Thomas said he hoped a 
confrontation situation had- 
n’t been created, and called 
for a traffic study, as the 
shopping centre develop- 
ment would be a magnet for 
children. Four schools are in 
close proximity to the de- 
velopment. 

Mr. Thomas was allowed 
to address the MPC on 
‘*technicalities.”’ 

Mr. Schroeder told the 
MPC he was ‘‘in agreement 
with the whole works,”’ 
referring to conditions for 
any building permit. 

‘If we went ahead, what 
consideration (is there) for 
pedestrian access points?’ 
asked Mayor Dick Plain. 

‘Fairview Boulevard and 
Sir Winston Churchill Ave- 
nue should be controlled 
intersections with proper 
crosswalks,’’ replied Mr. 
Schroeder. 

While news of the pro- 
posed shopping centre de- 
velopment has not proved 
popular so far, Daon De- 
velopment promise efficient 
on-site vehicle circulation, 
and channelized road inter- 
sections to make it easier for 
cars coming off Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue. 

Mr. Schroeder’s reserva- 
tion on a traffic study was ‘‘l 
don't know how accurately 
you can predict how anyone 
will drive to a particular 
destination.” 

Mayor Plain feared for the 
kids ‘‘out there with their 
hockey nets,’’ if the study 
was not done. 

On the nearness of schools 
to the development, Mr. 
Schroeder pointed out that 
this was a common occur- 
rence in Edmonton; ‘‘It 
seems to be a policy.” 

‘I believe they are com- 
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patible,”’ he continued, “’... 
(it is hard to argue against a 
mother’s fear for the safety 
of her children, but we are 
living in an urban society.’’ 

MPC member Frank Lukay 
said he didn’t think it was 
necessarily good planning to 
have a shopping centre near 
a school. 

‘EF contest the comments of 
Mr. Schroeder that say it 
((the shopping centre) does- 
n't affect traffic when it 
does,’’ he added. 

If the 75,000 square foot 
shopping centre ever sees 
the light of day, it will have 
to be approved by town 
council; the MPC can only 
recommend approval. 


downtown 
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Albert still has to run the 
gauntlet of a full council 
session slated for December 
6th. 

A number of developers 
will have been affected by 
the MPC decision, passed 
unanimously, including Sh- 
elter Resources and Abacus 
Cities Ltd., who both had 
submissions before the MPC 
for shopping centre devel- 
opments on either side of the 
St. Albert Trail on the Hebert 
Road, Gervais Road axis. 

The decision reached by 
the MPC may have been 
caused by the input of the 
Forest Lawn residents who 
were against the Daon 
Development proposal for 
many reasons. And town 
staff also had input in the 
decision, putting forward two 
recommendations. 

They were that commercial 
development attracted to the 
downtown core should be 
given preference over any 
other commercial develop- 
ment wishing to settle 
withint town boundaries. 

Another recommendation 
still emphasized the need St. 
Albert has for a shopping 
centre site which can attract 
a major department store. 

In a long statement of town 
policy on shopping centre 
development, Town Admini- 
strator Bob Byron said it 
would be fair to developers to 
advise them they would first 
be advised to move into a 
downtown location ‘‘in the 
interests of St. Albert.’’ 

Co-chairman of the Forest 
Lawn District Association 
Bill Shields addressing a 
brief to the MPC on technical 
objections to the proposed 
shopping centre, said he 
feared the development 
would encourage the in- 
crease of crime in the area. 

The brief pointed out that 
the shopping centre could

provide an atmosphere that 
would encourage petty thie- 
very, ‘vandalism and the 
harassment of customers.”’ 
There were fears the 
development would attract 
‘*deviants,’’ people who 
would not come to the centre 
to buy necessities and who 


would affect the safety of 


pre-school and school age 
children. (Around the site for 
the proposed shopping cea- 
tre are the Paul Kane, Lorrie 
Akins, V.J. Maloney and Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie sch- 
ools. These schools between 
them have a total enrolment 
of 2,862 children). 

Fears were also expressed 
the shopping centre would be 
a potential ‘‘hang-out for 
children’’ during spares, 
with the danger of them 
being exposed to drug-traff- 
icking and the like. 

The brief suggested al- 
ternative uses for the Shell 
Canada site, like self-con- 
tained senior citizens hous- 
ing, which would also have 
facilities for the physically 
handicapped. 

The centre could also be 
used as a drop-in facility, a 
community run day care 
centre for functions of a 
social, educational, or re- 
creational nature. 

Other fears expressed via 
the brief were of heavy truck 
traffic from 50-80 extra 
vehicles a day with the noise 
and pollution this would 
bring as well as the hazards 
to school children. 

The brief expressed oppo- 
sition to the resulting in- 
crease in traffic which would 
use streets like Fair Oaks 
Drive, Falstaff Avenue, Bi- 
shop Street, Sunset Boule- 
vard, Fairview Boulevard, 
Forest Drive and Boudreau 
Road. 

Added street lights and 
illumination for the facility it 
was felt would be an invasion 
of privacy. 

The brief concluded with 
recommendations that a tra- 
ffic-social impact study be 
done on the area, also that 
the potential for conflict with 
the downtown core be ex- 
amined. 

The brief also called for 
the out and out rejection of 
the Daon Development Sho- 
pping proposal and that 
council reassess the ** pro- 
per’’ community use for the 
property in question. 

It was felt that 2,745 
vehicles would be generated 
from the immediate area if 
the development got off the 
ground. One thousand of 
these would be generated 
from Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue, with 1,745 going 
through residential streets.

Mr. Coinner thought that 
rescinding these instructions 
was ‘‘a redundant” exercise.

Mr. Kluthe moved that the 
instructions at the October 
27th meeting be included in 
the minutes and “he did not 
want tosee a situation like 
this again.”’ 

He also said he had under- 
stood the position of assis- 
tant ‘administrator would 
have to be advertised as it 
was a “second senior posi- 
tion.” 

Acting Assistant Admini- 
strator Audrey Malek con- 
tinues in that capacity. But 
the assistant administrative 
post is being advertised in 
the Calgary Herald and the 
Edmonton Journal, Novem- 
ber 26, 27 and 29. 

The post has been created 
to lighten the burden of the 
present Administrator Cliff 
Keyes.

began Friday for the project. 
Reporting on Standing 
Committees, Mr. Munro 
announced an education 
meeting at Ronald Harvey 
School, Wednesday, Decem- 
ber Ist, at 7:30 in the science 
room, and asked Mr. Gish if 
parents of that school’s 
students might be invited. 
Mr. Gish thought this a 
constructive idea and said he 
would attend to it. 


FASHION SHOW FUROR 


A seemingly straightfor- 
ward request from Sharon 
Ewart of the Kinettes fom- 
ented a furor of debate as to 
the rental of a gymnasium to 
stage a fashion show. The 
show would be held coop- 
eratively with local mer- 
chants. The merchants would 
require a minimum of S00 in 
attenance and the proposed 
admission fee would be $2 
per person, resulting in a 
projected net of at least 
$1,000. Herein lay the crux of 
the debate as trustees had to 
decide whether this was a 
commercial or non-commer- 
cial venture, and which 
category inthe rental fee 
schedule this applied. Dr. 
Cuts felt that any money 
made on the project would 
filter back to the community, 
as the Kinettes are a service 
club, However, Mr. Mac- 
Farlane felt that the mer- 
chants’ stipulation of an 
audience minimum indicated 
they were anticipating a pro- 
fit. A motion by Dr. Cuts to 
charge the group with 
expenses alone was with- 
drawn. 

Mr. Gish pointed out that 
the controversy lay in the 
board’s interpretation of the 
word ‘*recreation’’ as used in 
the fee schedule. At this 
point, Mr, MacFarlane ass- 


erted the board's right to 
deem anything recreation, 
using the power of the vote. 
Mr. MacFarlane then ex- 
panded on this, proclaiming 
the board’s ability to rescind 
the laws of gravity, should it 
so vote! 

It was finally moved that 
the Kinettes be charged 10 
dollars per hour and the 
motion carried. 

Moving on to more serious 
issues, Mr. Munro announ- 
ced he had attended the 
arbitration meeting during 
which arguments from CUPE 
Local 1099 and the district six 
board were heard. Arbitrator 
Dr. Brian Williams said he 
would hand down a ruling in 
about 20 days. 

Regarding buildings and 
properties, the board was 
told that the problem of 
siding at Ronald Harvey 
Elementary School was to be 
inspected, and that the 
architect had overseen the 
contractor on this matter. 

Mr. MacFarlane moved 
that certain renovations be 
done with the remainder of 
$45,000 assigned to priority 
repairs. After some dis- 
cussion of. priorities, a 
motion authorizing new car- 
pet for the Lorne Akins 
drama room was carried, 
while certain requested re- 
pairs at Paul Kane were not 
considered of great urgency. 
The issue of fencing at Paul 
Kane to keep unauthorized 
cars off school property was 
deferred to committee. 


BOARD ‘HELD UP” 


A coffee break did nothing 
to dispel the board’s ur.- 
happiness with the manner 
of presentation of the next 
item on the agenda, the 
bilingual-bicultural trip to 
Quebec by oral French stu- 
dents at Lorne Akins. The 
board’s displeasure arose 
from the premature fund 
raising efforts which had 
been initiated by students 
and staff before board con- 
sent to the trip had been 
granted. Trustees felt pres- 
sured to consent in view of 
the efforts already put into 
the project. In the words of 
Dr. Cuts ‘There will be five 
very unpopular people here if 
we turn this down.’’ Chair- 
man Webber felt the board 
was being ‘‘held up” for its 
0.K. 

Mr. MacFarlane wanted to 
know if he was voting both 
approval for the trip and the 
funding of it. Addressing 
himself to the financial 
aspect, he said he didn’t 
think there was money avail- 
able for ‘‘that sort of thing.” 
He asked if the cost of hiring 
substitute teachers for the 
necessary time was included 
in the $1,800 request. Al- 
though he attempted an 
amended motion approving 
the trip subject to 1977 
budget considerations, this 
was thought to be too late, 
and a return was made to the 
original motion. 

In answer to a question 
from Don Munro, Barry 
Findlater of Lorne Akins told 
the board that altered arr- 
angements had reduced the 
number of teaching days lost 
to four. 


At this juncture Mr. 
Munro asked for a policy 
+ ot 


from the superintendent to 


cover approval of field trips. 
He cited the Edmonton me- 
thod of allocating substitute 
teaching days for a year at a 
time to cover these trips. The 
motion approving the trip 
was carried with Mr. Mac- 
Farlane expressing his oppo- 
sition. 

Still under new business, a 
motion pertaining to an 
additional caretaker for Paul 
Kane was referred to com- 
mittee by Mr. Munro, and 
the motion carried. 

Trustee items were next on 
the agenda when Dr. Cuts 
reported on his attendance at 
the Labour Relations semin- 
ar. He had taped the pro- 
ceedings and said relevant 
portions would be played for 
the board. 

Dr. Cuts also raised the 
issue of the new shopping 
centre proposal which would 
locate a shopping centre in 
close proximity to several 
district six schools. The 
doctor referred to problems 
experienced previously by 
other schools in similar 
situations. He also made 
reference to Mayor Plain’s 
request in the Gazette for 
public input on the issue and 
suggested that the board 
make a submission to council 
immediately, stating their 
opposition to the proposed 
location. 

Although Mr. Webber 
pointed out that this was only 
a developer’s concept and 
not a reality, Dr. Cuts said it 
was not to early to go on 
record. A motion that the 
board make a written sub- 
mission expressing their 
opposition to a shopping 
centre near their schools was 
tabled for further study, with 
Dr. Cuts and Mrs. McCaffery 
opposing the delay. 


IMPROPER ACTION? 


A slight altercation be- 
tween trustees arose when 
Trustee Don Munro sugg- 
ested that the principals of 
the schools affected by the 
shopping centre proposal 
report staff re-action to the 
idea to the board. This 
suggestion met with vehe- 
ment opposition from Mr. 
MacFarlane who emphati- 
cally opined that this was 
improper conduct for the 
board to make such a 
request. He stated that it was 
not the board’s place to give 
orders to the staff. After 
some verbal skirmishing, it 
was moved Mr. Gish ask the 
principals for a report. The 
motion carried with Mac- 
Farlane opposing. 

Mrs. McCaffery had one 
further trustee item as she 
requested a report from the 
superintendent on the extent 
of current affairs being 
taught in the social studies 
courses. In a wry comment, 
Mrs. McCaffery mentioned 
her children’s familiarity 
with the affairs of Eskimos 
and Pygmies, but were 
totally unaware of the elec- 
tion in Quebec and its 
implications for Canadians. 
A motion to secure the 
information carried. 

The superintendent and 
his staff reported that enrol- 
ment had remained the same 
in total as last month.

Other equipment can be 
passed down the tube to take 
stomach wall scrapings (the 
stomach is not sensitive to 
this), or to extract foreign 
bodies without abdominal 
incision. 

With a ‘‘bayonette’’ type 
addition a 35 mm camera can 
be attached at the end of the 
light sensitive tube, and pic- 
tures of the stomach area 
being investigated can be 
taken. 

A jet of water on the lens 
at the end of the tube keeps 
that lens clear of cloudy 
stomach juices. 

Dr. Tworek was obviously 
delighted with the machine 
and said he had already 
picked up two stomach 
cancers by using it. 

The only problem is that if 
the patient bites the tube as 
it passes through his mouth, 
repairs to the tube canrun 
into thousands of dollars. 

The display of the machine 
provided a lighthearted di- 
version to what, had started 
as a very heavy meeting. 

Looking at the two to three 
foot light sensitive tube, 
board trustee Lawrence KI- 
uthe got a laugh when he 
said, ‘‘Once you swallow that 
one the rest is easy.’’

This Act replaces Part 10 of the Workers’ Compensation Act, 
referring to accident prevention.

Postmaster C. R. Brown 
went onto say, that proper 
use of the current postal code 
on all mail is becoming 
increasingly important as 
Canada Post’s processing 
systems are geared to the 
postal code. The code, he 
noted, is used not only by 
machines sorting letter mail 
through the mechanized offi- 
ces, but is also being used in 
manual sorting sytems to an 
increasing degree. 

Mr. Brown urged local 
residents to ensure that they 
apply their complete return 
address on mail, including 
the postal code. When corr- 
espondents reply they use 
the proper address which 
speeds up the delivery of 
your mail. 


ALBERTA MAILERS 
STARTING TO ACCEPT 
POSTAL CODE 


Alberta residents are gra- 
dually accepting postal code 
according to a recent test 
conducted by Canada Post. 

in a test of originating mail 
in Edmonton and Calgary 
last month (October), the 
postal code was included on 
metered mail in Edmonton 
76.6% of the time while in 
Calgary 62.2%. However, 
stamped mail had codes 
applied only 69.3% of the 
time in Edmonton and 59.5% 
in Calgary. 

All of these percentages 
show a rise in the use of 
postal code, particularly in 
Edmonton where both me- 
tered and stamped mail has 
gone up 20% since October 
of 1975. 

Both Calgary and Edmon- 
ton have been gradually 
implementing letter sorting 
machinery to process in- 
creasing volumes of mail.

MISTAKE ROBS MAN OF HALF A LIFETIME 


PARIS: Bachelor Marc Blanc-Pierre led a lonely life. An 
insignificant looking man, small, pale and bespectacled, he 
had no friends and only one relative, a distant cousin with 
whom he had lost contact for years. But the freelance 
accountant had one great passion ... the annual Tour de 
France cycle race. 


One day, watching the finish of the race on television at his 
local bar in Toulouse, he became so excited he fell off his 
chair and struck his head against a table. An ambulance was 
called and he was taken to hospital. That was in 1952 and M. 
Blanc-Pierre was 28 years of age. It was he claims the 
beginning of an extraordinary mistake which made a 
nightmare of his life for the next 24 years. 


For at the moment M. Blanc-Pierre was being admitted, 
unconscious, to the Marchant Hospital in Toulouse, a search 
was being conducted for a dangerous mental patient who 
had escaped from a ward in the asylum section of the same 
hospital. The accountant bore a distinct resemblance to the 
missing patient and when the unconscious man was taken 
into the hospital he was immediate taken to the mental ward 
and the search for the escapee was called off. 


SEARCH HALTED 


The accountant was not carrying any papers which would 
have identified him and there were no friends or relatives to 
inquire after his health. He spent several weeks in a state of 
semi-consciousness unaware of what had happened to him. 
When he did eventually recover it was to find that the name 
of the missing patient was remarkably similar to his own. It 
was Max Blanc. When he protested that his name was Marc 
Blanc-Pierre it was considered that he was suffering from 
either a slight mental lapse of memory or telling a deliberate 
lie. 


‘‘Eventually,’’ he said, ‘‘the hospital did carry out an 
investigation to trace me. But they told me they had drawn a 
blank."’ Finally, on October 25th, 1962, the hospital decided 
he was sane enough to face the outside world once more. As 
he left M. Blanc-Pierre vowed to the doctors: *‘One day I'll 
be back ... but only to prove that you have-been wrong for 10 


years. 


But it was to prove more difficult than he thought. The 
house where he had once rented a furnished room had been 
demolished. The local bar where his nightmare had begun, 
had made way for a new motorway. His few business 
acquaintances were no longer there and even his old bank 
manager had been replaced. He could not find a trace of his 
former life. And it was to take nearly 14 years before he did. 


Now, he says, he has found the distant cousin and an old 
business acquaintance who are both prepared to make out 
sworn affidavits to identify him as Blanc-Pierre. And 
recently, the little accountant lodged a claim for $400,000 
compensation against the French Government - on the 
grounds that he was ‘‘institutionalized’’ as a result of 
mistaken identity. 


His lawyer M. Jacques Souffert said: ‘‘Nobody is 
suggesting that the hospital behaved incorrectly. But my 
client has lost half his life because of this terrible mistake.’’ 


A hospital spokesman said: ‘‘An inquiry has been held and 
it is true that a patient was admitted to the hospital on the 
day a M. Max Blanc was reported missing. Beyond that, for 
professional reasons, we cannot comment.”’ 


CHAMPAGNE SALES ARE BUBBLING AGAIN 


PARIS: Champagne sales are soaring again. A spokesman 
for the producers said: ‘‘We have sold 58,500,000 bottles 
this year - 19,500,000 more than last year when sales 
slumped because of the recession. But we don’t know why 
the sales are rising.”’

Father LaRose passes

He 
was 96 years old. Since his 
retirement in 1968 Father 
LaRose has been a resident 
at Foyer Grandin. 

Prayer service was held 
November 2Sth at St. Joa- 
chim’s Church in Edmonton 
and funeral mass was con- 
celebrated on the morning of 
November 26th in the same 
church. Burial was in the 
Oblate plot at St. Albert 


cemetery. 

Father LaRose was born in 
Montreal in September, 1880 
and ordained in May of 1907, 
following which he spent four 
years teaching at St. Pat- 
rick’s College in Jaffna, 
Ceylon. 

He was posted to Saska- 
toon in 1912 and to St. 
Anthony’s parish in Edmon- 
ton in 1917. This church 
presently stands in Fort 
Edmonton. 

In 1921 he came to St. 
Albert as pastor. Founda- 
tions for the church had been 
laid under Bishop Legal and 
Father LaRose finished buil- 
ding it. 

Posted to St. Paul in 1926, 
he built the church which 


Removal of Airborne seen 


as disaster for West 


Defence Minister Barney 
Danson announced Monday 
that he will move the 
Canadian Airborne Regiment 
from Edmonton to Petawawa 
and Ottawa next summer and 
hinted that they may be 
broken up into smaller units. 

The removal of the more 
than 1,000 men in the regi- 
ment from Alberta was the 
major change in the new 
defence minister’s realign- 
ment of some military for- 
mations - expected to be the 
first of a series of changes 
affecting bases across the 
country. 

This move of the Canadian 
Airborne Regiment from the 
Griesbach Barracks in Ed- 
monton seems to confirm a 
story in the late summer of 
1976 that ‘‘in the summer of 
1977 at least one commando 
unit, plus the regimental 
headquarters are expected to 
be moved east from Ed- 
monton.”’ 

That quotation is attribu- 
ted toa leaked memo from an 
Ottawa source, referring to 
the possible move east of the 
Airborne Regiment. 

An information officer for 
the Canadian Armed Forces 
Captain Craig Mills had told 
the Gazette last summer 
there was talk of moving the 
Airborne Regiment, 1,000 
men and their families, but 
he had poured cold water on 
the idea there would be any 
wholesale movement of tr- 
oops from the Edmonton 
Airbase at Namao. 

The minister denied that 
‘*partisan’’ politics had any- 
thing to do with the govern- 
ment’s decision to take the 
airborne regiment out of 
Conservative Alberta. 

He also stated that the 
election of a separatist Parti 
Quebecois government in 
Quebec had absolutely no 
bearing on the decision to 
move the paratroops to bases 
close to the Quebec border. 

Edmonton-Centre Conser- 
vative MP Steve Paproski 
denounced the move as a 
disaster for Edmonton and 
all of Western Canada, while 
Tory defence critic Allan 


McKinnon said he is ‘‘suspi- 
cious’’ that the airborne 
regiment may be broken up 
into air commando units 
assigned to different military 
formations. 

Mr. Paproski charged that 
Edmonton stands to lose 
about $20 million over the 
next three years as a result of 
the removal of the airborne 
regiment. He said the 
Edmonton base was the 
furthest northern point for 
search and rescue, one of the 
roles of the regiment. 

“This is a real disaster for 
Western Canada, and par- 
ticularly Edmonton,”’ he de- 
clared. 

Mr. McKinnon noted that 
there is no airfield at 
Petawawa suitable for Her- 
cules aircraft which carry 
paratroops and that Uplands 
is a considerable distance 
from Petawawa. 

Mr. McKinnon, MP for 
Victoria stated that if the 
regiment is to be turned into 
a land force with airborne 
capability only, it would be a 
reversal for former Defence 
Minister James Richardson’s 
policy of building up the 
airborne unit as the ‘‘teeth”’ 
in Canada’s armed forces. 

Other recommendations, 
according to the Ottawa 
memo, were for a move of 
half the airborne only, to the 
Petawawa base. 

The other half (commando 
unit number one) might have 
been posted to Trenton, 
Ontario. 

The shuffle of the Armed 
Forces, while affecting the 
airborne regiment, will still 
see 435 Transport Squadron 
with its Hercules Aircraft 
remaining at Namao, along 
with the 408 Tactical (heli- 
copter) Squadron. 

Local source for the infor- 
mation on the “‘leaked’’ 
memo is William Chmiliar, 
president of the Norwood 
Branch of the Royal Cana- 
dian Legion. Mr. Chmiliar 
was spearheading a move to 
keep the status quo on troop 
strengths in Western Can- 
ada.

against the dramatic land- 
scapes of Israel. 

Simply, the movie is about 
a highly imaginative and 
dedicated young Jewish zea- 
lot, living during the time of 
the Roman occupation of 
Israel, who is convinced he 
has all the marks of the 
Messiah who was to save the 
Jews. 

He happens to be called 
Yeshuah of Nazareth. 

At no point in the movie 
does he claim to be God - 
specifically - and this is 
where the ‘‘Passover Plot’’ 
misses out on the great 
dynamic of the Gospel stories 
about Christ. 

Convinced that he is the 
Messiah, Yeshuah stops at 
nothing to fulfil all the 
prophecies, but in a very 
self-conscious way. 

Here Judas Iscariot is 
asked by ‘‘Jesus’’ to betray 
him, so that this will 
precipitate the events of Trial 
and Crucifixion at the Pass- 
over. Judas does not carry 
out the act of his own volition 
and has no questionable 
motivation for doing so. 

*‘Jesus,’’ aware that he 


must survive the ordeal of 
the Cross if he is to have any 
credibility with his own 
People, arranges for a potion 
which will slow his heart beat 
to nothing, to be admini- 
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stered as he endures the 
tortures. of Crucifixion. 

The young zealot survives 
the Cross, but dies on 
‘*Easter’’ morning in the 
arms of one of his followers. 

There is a real pathos 
about the Passover Plot and 
it is quite conceivable that 
such events may be his- 


toricaily true, without de- 
tracting from the Gospel 
versions of what happened in 
Palestine 2,000 years ago. 
The movie is based on the 
book of the same name, and 
is showing at the Mead- 
owlark theatre in Edmonton. 
It's worth seeing, but it's 
only average as a movie.

The nurses group is an- 
xious to get a hypertension 
clinic established in St. 
Albert and is awaiting more 
information from the Uni- 
versity Hospital before pro- 
ceeding further. The co-op- 
eration of local doctors would 
be needed and Dr. Reed 
expressed interest at an 
earlier meeting of the group. 
Also needed would be 
sufficient volunteer nurses to 
man the clinic. 

The after dinner speaker 
was Starr Beghin R.N. from 
the Kidney Unit of the 
University Hospital. Starr 
began her informative talk 
with a detailed review of: 1) 
Functions of the normal 
kidney; 2) What is acute 
renal failure? chronic renal 
failure? 3) Treatment of renal 
failure. 4) Dialysis-Peritoneal 
and Hemodialysis. 5) Kidney 
transplant. 

With the help of slides the 
membership could actually 
see the terrible plight of so 
many patients with kidney 
disease. We were shown the 
procedure of Hemodialysis 
(the artificial kidney ma- 
chine) -- the life saving 
treatment for patients suff- 


ering renal failure. Hemo- 
dialysis is the simple process 
of exposing the patient's 
blood to a semi permeable 
membrane so that the waste 
products which are the 
smallest particles of all the 
components in the blood can 
dialyze out or move through 
the tiny holes in the mem- 
brane. During dialysis the 
blood flows into a flattened 
cellophane enclosure which 
filters out the waste products 
and excess fluid the kidneys 
are unable to move. Patients 
are usually dialyzed four to 
six hours three times weekly 
depending on blood values. 
This is usually done in 
hospital but some patients do 
have home kidney unit and 
manage with the help of 
family or a trained technician 
to carry out their own dialy- 
sis. (The latter while more 
expensive initially works out 
to be less cost over the long 
months of treatment). It also 
gives the patient more in- 
dependence in that he is 
responsible for his own care. 
Noting that kidney disease 
attacks most people when 
they are in their highest 
wage earning years, inde- 
pendence is a very important 
factor. 

As you read this account of 
dialysis you must realize the 
‘*kidney patient’’ is very 
unique and special. They 
become experts in handling 
their equipment, taking their 
medications and regulating 
their diet. They learn to cope 
with the rigid schedule of 
dialysis, being thankful for a 
good run or suffering the 
discomfort of a bad one. 
They have to combat fatique 
at work and home for they 
are usually operating with a 
low hemoglobin. They must 
also come to terms with the 
reality that ‘‘this’’ is their lot 
for life. The only exception 
being a patient who has a 
successful kidney transplant.

transplant is a miraculous 
return to a normal healthy 
life. A transplant at present, 
can also be an unhappy 
series of recurring rejection 
crisis, infection and dis- 
turbing side effects of drugs. 
Success rate is greatest when 
the kidneys donated are from 
a living related donor be- 
cause tissue is often gene- 
tically similar. But through 
tissue typing cadover tran- 
splants are compatible. Th- 
ere is an extreme shortage of 
kidney donors in Canada and 
our area is no exception. The 
nurses of the Renal Dialysis 
Unit of the University Hos- 
pital have seen the need to 
start an Organ Procurement 
program. Their main objec- 
tives are: 

to increase the number of 
local cadaver kidney dona- 
tions 

to educate the public and 
the medical profession on the 
great need for organ dona- 
tion 

to encourage all to carry a 


donor card 

to acquaint all kidney 
patients with the Kidney 
Foundation and encourage 
them to be active in their 
organization.

Gary Frost, an original 
member of the group and an 
architect, displayed a rough 
draft of his presentation to

It is hoped 
this phase will be tackled 
during the winter months, 
with installation slated for 
the end of April and comple- 
tion for the end of May. 

In a discussion of ideas for 
the project, it was empha- 
sized that every day mater- 
ials can be used tocreatea 
fantasy world for childrens 
play.

country ski equipment 
BOOTS 


The boot news this year is synthetics. 
Rubber, polyurethane and PVC (Poly- 
vinyl! Cloride) soles are now being 
injected, molded and vulcanized onto 
leather uppers. The reasons, of course 
are largely economic — it’s cheaper to 
mold a sole than to shape and laminate 
But the recreational touring skiers also 
benefit. For one, plastic soles makes it 
easier to fit boot to binding; closer 
tolerances are possible when a sole is 
molded or pressed than when it is 
shaped, as it is necessary with leather. 
Vulcanizing of these synthetic soles onto 
leather uppers seals the boot meaning 
drier feet for the skier, not to mention an 
end to the task of waterproofing the welt. 
(The joint between the upper and the 
sole). Often the cause of wet feet. Even 
with their advantages, injection molded 
soles are not the ultimate answer for 
those requiring high performance. 
Synthetics unlike leather, are homo- 
geneous, which means they bend equally 
well in all directions. The propensity to 
twist and bend often results in poor 
boot/binding guide (how well the boot 
heel centers when it swings down onto 
the ski and how well it stays there once 
it’s centered) important to the cross 
country racer, buc not so much to the 
general tourer who will find that the 
slightly lower performance of molded- 
sole boots is more than offset by the 
general advantages they offer.

$147 per week. 

These raises in benefits 
payable result from increases 
in the maximum and mini- 
mum insurable earnings. 
Maximum insurable earn- 
ings will go up from $200 to 
$220 and minimum insurable 
earnings rise from $40 to 
$44. 

The payable benefits are 
obtained by taking 66% 
percent of weekly insurable 
earnings. The minimum and 
maximum insurable earnings 
are calculated each year by a 
formula based on an earn- 
ings index as prescribed by 
the Unemployment Insur-

SECOND ICE ARENA FOR LEDUC, 
RECREATION COMPLEX ALSO APPROVED 


The Tae At dun Senatt. ‘ 
The Town of Leduc gave itself an early Christmas present 


recently when the construction of a new recreation complex 
and a second ice arena received unanimous approval from 
members attending a joint meeting of the town council and 
the Parks and Recreation Board. 

A 200 to 250 seat arena has first priority in the 
construction of the facilities, as it is urgently required to 
take the pressure off scheduling ice time at the existing 
arena. The new rink is expected to cost under $1 million and 
it is hoped to be completed and operable by next winter. 

The building of an indoor swimming pool will constitute 
the first phase of the recreation complex, with planning and 
design the responsibility of the town recreation board. 

Discussing the opposition encountered in getting the 
projects approved, Town Councillor John Tomich said ‘The 
big hurdle was getting that many people to agree on 
upgrading the standards of recreation in Leduc.”’ 

The two facilities are to be built independent of each 
other. 


ATHABASCA TEACHERS WEARY, 
FILE GRIEVANCE AGAINST CUTBACKS 


Expanded classes and increased workloads have taken 
their toll of Athabasca teachers and they intend to make the 
fact known. They have decided to file a formal grievance 
against cutbacks in staff, caused by government restraint on 
education financing. Staff cuts have included an assistant 
superintendent, a supervisor of guidance, and 18 teachers. 

Because the County School Committee had to pick up a 
deficit of $100,000, no additional money was available for 
additional staff. The problem was worsened by the fact that 
the actual enrolment of students at both levels exceeded the 
projected enrolment by 77 students. This in turn has 
increased the pupil-teacher ratio and the number of weekly 
teaching minutes. 

Teachers were not the only ones to feel the pinch. 
Daytime caretaking services are almost non-existant in both 
schools. 

Although admitting that the teaching loads and working 
conditions are unfair, no plans for additional staff are in the 
offing and the committee has no hope of solving these 
problems this year. Eighty-seven percent of funding for 
education in the County of Athabasca is from grants beyond 

the control of the school committee.

According to a release 
from the Sturgeon School 
Division office, the Sturgeon 
Board plans to open its new 
high school in the fall of 
1977. 

Students presently in att- 
endance at Lazerte and other 
city high schools, together 
with those presently at St. 
Albert High, Paul Kane and 
G. Vanier who intend to 
continue their schooling into 
the 1977-78 school year along 
with grade 1X students pre- 
sently enrolled in divisional 
schools will make up the 
student population. Estima- 
tes place enrollment between 
650-700 students with some 
34-36 professional staff pro- 
viding teaching and coun- 
selling service. 

Although details of the 
program have not yet been 
finalized, it is anticipated 
that full academic, business 
and vocational programs will 
be offered. Students interest 
will be surveyed in the near 
future so that their program 
requirements can be deter- 
mined and as little disruption 
as possible created in the 
transition to the new school. 

Excellent fall weather has 
enabled the general con- 
tractors, Bird Construction 
schedule. Piles, grade beams 
rough plumbing and rough 
grading of the site have been 
completed and block layers 
have begun to construct 
walls. Barring severe pro- 
blems the total structure 
should be closed in and 
heated by the end of Feb- 
ruary next year.
